EXPERIMENTS AT THE POOR-HOUSE WITH 
THE BROWN-SEQUARD ELIXIR. 


— 


Dr. Hauckdoeffer, in Charge of the Male 
Ward, Now Has Nine Subjects in Hand— 
The Preliminary Results Partially Satis- 
factory—One Marked Case—The Material 
Used—The Pregress Made. 


SS T.LOUIS expects to 
yet furnish the best 
tests of the efficacy 
of the Brown- 
Sequard elixir of 
life yet madein 
this country, or for 
that matter, in the 
world. The exper- 
iments yet made 
are scattering and 
very incomplete 
, Physicians in all 
parts ofthe coun- 
try have been ia- 
vestigating the 
subject and exper. 
imenting on such 
subjects as they 
could obtain, but 
they have given out preliminary reports and 
have made them without any reliable starting 
point or basis. They are thus of ‘no value, 
whatever. Several St. Louis physicians have 
undertaken to test the elixir completely.

Consequently, illiam Murphy aud His 
Wife Will"Escape Prosecution. 


William Murphy and wife of 24 South Seven- 
teenth street called at the office of Humane 
Officer N. T. Williams, 814 Chestnut street, at 
noon to-day and settled the charge of cruelty 
which the Woman's Humane Society had de- 
cided to make against them in the Criminal 
Court. The whole story was told in 
yesterday's SUNDAY Post - DISPATCH. 


Charges of the most revolting cruelty were 
made against the Murphys by their little 1 
year-old niece, Katie Murphy, and substanti- 
ated by ber 17-year-old blind sister and many 
neighbors. Against Mrs. Murpby the charges 
were especially strong, detalled accounts of 
unprovoked abuse and rr — slavery 
being given with the empbdasis of 
childish innocence. Mrs. ee admits 
baving taken the child ate from 
her home with Mrs. Losser, with whom she 
had been placed by the Sisters of Charity, but 
insisted that her sympathies had been aroused 
by the pitiable condition in which she found 
the little one. Katie, however, says she was 
living happily with Mrs. Losser, aud was in- 
veiglcd from ber home on July 4, 
1887, by bein promised a quantit 

of fireworks 1 she would go wit 

her aunt. Mrs. Murphy denied the charges 
of cruelty in toto. When closely pressed, 
however, she admitted whipping the child on 
various occasions and confessed that she had 
often locked Katie in the house and lett her 
alone. This she said she had done for a pur- 
pose but what the purpose was 
she did not state. Mr. liliams in- 
formed them  tnat criminal proceed- 
ings would be commenced against them 
but both promised to prt nofurther claim 
upon the child, and upon this promise Mr. 
illiams agreed to make no application fora 
warrant. 

Nothing will now be done in the matter by 
the Woman's Humane Society unless Murphy 
or his wife should endeavor to regain posses- 
sion ofthechild. The couple have no legal claim 
to the little one, but should they take any ac- 


tion proceedings will be at once commenced 


against them in the criminal courts for 
cruelty and in the civil courts for the guardian 
ship ot the child. Katie is yet in the nands of 
the Humane Society. Mrs. Eddy, the mother 
of Mrs. T. G. Comstock, the President, has ex- 
pressed a willingness to take the child and 
raise her and the Society has accepted the 
offer. The girl is delighted with the pros- 
pects of having a good angcomfortable home 
and the words of gratitug which she and her 
blind sister pour into th of Mr. Williams 
more than repay him for the trouble he has 
had in the matter.

Success of the Picnic at Kensington Garden 
—John Baker Speaks. 


The picnic of the Irish-American Club at 
Kensington Garden yesterday was an entire 
success. The attendance was large and the 
sports and speeches were unusually interest- 
ing. There were swimming contests, foot 
races, running and jumping matches and nu- 
merous other athletic sports. But by far the 
most interesting event of all was the speech 


of Hon. Jehu Baker. He was introduced to 
the audience by Dr. O’Relilly. He said that 
in casting about for a subject for 
his address he had come to the 
conclusion thet the most interesting 
topic he c ould select was politics in the high- 
est sense—politics that stands for the best in- 
terests and highest commendable ambitions 
of an honorable citizenship in this great land. 
It is evident to the thinker that this country 
presented the greatest advantages for build- 
ing up the civilization of the future, and 
whether America shall assume that proud 
work or descend to alow career is merely a 
question of patriotism against selfishness. 
Mr. Baker spoke of the geographical location 
of America, with Europe and Asia on one side 
and Australia and the Republics of South 
America to the southwest, thus making 
America the center of civilization of the 
globe, and he thought that with this favorable 
location, with the blending of all languages 
and all people that there would grow up aciv- 
Hizatlon unequalied in the world’s history. A 
question of vital importance, however, was 
how the land was to be governed. ‘‘How are 
we to govern our cities?’’ he asked, ‘‘Are 
they to be governed honestly or not? How are 
we going to govern our elections? Are they 
to be eonducted honestly or otherwise? What 
of the great power of corporations? I don’t 
want to be understood as — ny in a 
narrow sense and with any persona! feeling 
against corporations, but with regard solely 
to the vast power wielded by capital, as 
represented in corporations, trusts and great 
combines. How do you mean to check their 
influence? How is it going to be done? I be- 
lieve the only effective way is by the voter be- 
ing intelligent and honest. Intelligence alone 
Will not do; both must go together, and con- 
sequently, the greatest work this club can do, 
in my opinion, is to encourage culture, politi- 
cal culture, among its members.’’ 

Mr. Baker was followed by Mr. P. J. Meledy.

ZOUIE WILLIAMS. 


The Sad Story of a Demented Girl First 
Learned To-Day. 


Zoule Williams, the demented country girl, 
ereated another sensation atthe Four Courts 
yesterday. It will be remembered that the 
girl was first arrested last Tuesday evening 
while sleeping in the Iron Mountain yards. At 
that time she stated that she had been abused 
by a number of railroad hands during the day, 
but her statements were discredited. While be- 


ing questioned by Judge Cady in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court. on Wednesday morning 
the prisoner created considerable excitement 
by ber insane actions, and was remanded for 
an investigation as to ber mental condition. 
Before Dr. Priest was called the girl tooka 
dose of arsenic in her cell inthe holdover and 
was hurried the Dispensary, and later to the 
City Hospital for treatment. She recovered 
and was discharged from that institution Sat- 
urday. Sunday she was found wandering 
aimlessly about the streets and was again 
placed under arrest. Finding herself in her 
old quarters in the holdover the girl resorted 
to a cunning subterfuge by which to effect her 
escape. 

Before the officers suspected the ruse the 
prisoner fell screaming tothe stone floor and 
rolled about as if in great agony. Her con- 
dition was apparently so alarmingly that she 
was for the second time hurried to the Dis- 
pensary in the patrol wagon. At the Dis- 
pensar her trick was discovered. On the re- 
turn to the Four Courts, however, she 
escaped from the wagon, jumping to the 
street while the horses were going at a 
gallop. Officer Bradley, who was in charge, 
gave chase and captured the fugitive after 
running several blocks. To-dayaletter was 
received from John O. Estes, the Marshal of 
Lebanon, Mo., which reveals the girl’s iden- 
tity. It seems that her former home was in 
Bioomington, Ind., from which city her 
mother moved to Neocks Creek, Mo., about 
four years ago. The girl Zoule was then in 
her right mind and two years ago was em- 

as a oeervant in the family 

Mr. Tompkins in Lebanon. 
She became accquainted with a young 
man of that place and was led astray. Her 
seducer moved West seversl months ago and 
his victim followed. Nothing was known of 
her whereabouts at Lebanon until Sunday 
morning, August 4, at which time she arrived 
in that city from the West, beating her way on 
the blind end of a baggage car. Her mis- 
fortune bad made her raving mad and her 
clothes hung about her in rags and tatters. 
She was decently dressed by the ladies of 
Lebanon and sent to Rollo, Mo. The 
following Tuesday she made her appéarance 
in this city. It has been learned that her 
father is dead and her mother has returned to 
Bloomington, Ind., to which point the St. 
Louis authorities will probably forward their 
charge. The girl is undonbtediy insane und 
is an object of pity. Her betrayer is unknown 
in this city. 


A WRECKED LIFE, 


The Sad Story of Daniel Dolan Who At- 
tempted Suicide. 


CHICAGO, III., August 12.—The attempted 
suicide of Daniel Dolan tells the sad story of 
a wrecked life. Dolan thought he had nothing 
to live for. He found himself utterly unable 
to leave drink alone, and was fast going to 
destruction. Therefore he decided to end his 
wretchedness at once. He walked into the 
North Side water-works at 2 o’clock yester- 


day morning, stepped under the crank rod of 
one of the mighty pumps and waited for 

come down and crush him 

its onderous weight. The 
watchman, engineer and fireman were in the 
engine and boiler room and there was no one 
to save Dolan from his fate. His courage 
seemed to fail him at the last moment, and he 
made an effortto get out of the way ofthe 
descending rod. He only partially succeeded 
forthe rod caughthim and crushed his left 
arm and left leg between it and the steel bed 
on the level of the flour, which it clearséby a 
very few inches. Then it rose again as the 
fiywheel turned again, leaving Dolan help- 
lessly on the floor, directly in its 
path. He called for help and 
the watchman rushed out, and grasping 
Dolan by the shoulders dragged him out of his. 
perilous position. The wounded man was 
taken to the hospital. He was conscious and 
talked freely with the officers during the ride 
to the hospital. He said he had nothing to 
live for and wanted to die, and that was the 
reason why he walked under the crank shaft. 
He is a single man, 388 years of age, and has 
been living with his mother. The physician 
at the hospital said it wonld be necessary to 
amputate Dolan’sleg and arm, but they ex- 
press the belief that he will recover.

is fix But one of the cases was tried. The 
others, of which there are th -three, are 
governed by the same decision. é defend- 
ant was found guilty, and the penalty pro- 
vided was assessed. After rehearsing the or 
dinances applying to the construction and 
maintenance of the defendant’s road, and to 
the Union Avenue & Forest Park Railroad, the 
opinion rendered is as follows: 
THE DECISION. 

„There is nothing in sec. 1 of ordinance 
No. 14,659 to prevent defendant from comply- 
ing with the requirements of sec. or 
ordinance 12,652 to operate its cable road to 
Taylor avenue by June 6, 1889. Indeed instead 
of realeasing defendant from extending its 
cable road to Taylor avenue, it seems to re- 
quire such extension to be made. There is 
nothing in sec. 4 of ordinance No. 14, 
or in the agreement between the 
Union Avenue & Forest Park Railway Co. and 
defendant mane thereunder which releases 
defendant from the obligation to observe the 
conditions contained in sec. 7 of ordinance 
No. 12,852 to operate its cable roaa to Taylor 
avenue on and after June 6, 1889, except by 
implication, and even that is not clear. To 
be clearly repealed by implication, one must 
conclude that it is entirely impracticable 
to operate both by cable and steam 
over the same track. But an 
ordinance could be repealed by implication. 
Sec. 28, art. 3, Second Revised Statutes, p. 
1,888, provides that no special or general 
ordinance, which is in conflict with general 
ordinaaces of prior date, shall be valid or 
effectual until such prior ordinance or con- 
flicting parts thereof are repealed by express 
terms.’

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AMERICANS SUFFER. 


The Complaint Made by John W. Wines 
Against San Domingo. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPpatTcu. 

NEW YORK, August 12.—The United States 
Government, through the State Department, 
is investigating the charges made by John W. 
Wines of the schooner Marloe, recently 
wrecked at the mouth of the Ozama River in 
San Domingo. Capt. Wines alleges that his 
ship was deliberately run ashore and plun- 
dered by officials of the San Domingo Govern- 
ment. He asserts in the appeal to the Govern- 
ment that after his vessel bad been run on the 
coral reef he anchored her, left his first 
officer in charge and went ashore with 
the intention of securing lighters to 
unload the cargo so that his vessel could be 


floated. When he sought to return, he al- 
leges, the Captain of the port refused to allow 
bim to board the ship, and when he called the 
official’s attention to the fact thatthe vessel 
was being stripped of her rigging and blocks 
and wrecked under the eyes of the Govern- 
ment officers, this officer treated his appeal 
for protection with contempt. The Captain 
considers that the flag under which he sailed 
has been insulted, and he demanded indem- 
nity for the loss of his vessel and 
cargo. Capt. Wines was in the 
harbor of San Domingo with his vessel during 
the excitement over the seizure of the 
Haytien Republic, by the Haytien Govern- 
ment. He expressed himself freely at that 
time and expected some opposition to him- 
self by his outspoken criticism of Legitime’s 
action. There are but two pilots in this port, 
both apvointed by the Government, and un- 
dor the law every vessel going out or coming 
into the port of San Domingo must be surren- 
dered into the hands of these pilots. 
« PLUNDERING AMERICAN VESSELS. 
Immediately after the Haytien ag pee af- 
fair the pilots, itis stated by Capt. Wines, in 
conjunction, be alleges and believes, with 
higher Government officers, conceived 
the plot of venting their spite upon 
American shipping by syste matical- 
ly wrecking and plundering the 
vessels sailing from that port flying the 
American flag. The first victim was the bri 
Ozama, which was wrecked inthe mouth o 
the harbor. She failed to obey her heim, it 
was claimed, and went ashore on the east of 
the channel. Little was thought of this 
wreck,and while the Oaptain fretted about 
what he claimed to have been gross careless- 
ness onthe part ofthe pilots, no other at- 
tention was paid to the alr. The next vic- 
tim wasthe schooner H. 8. Marloe, whose 
plneky Captain says his vessel was deliber- 
ately beached, and“ furnishes evidence to 
prove thatthe channel was clearly defined 
and that the pilots were warned that 
they were steering in the wrong direction. 
The Marloe was wrecked and looted May &. 
By this time the Yankee captains in port had 
become thoroughly aroused,and when the 
schooner James Slater, which had been lying 
in the roadstead just off the fort, started to 
come into the harbor, May 30, with 
the two Government pilots on doard. 
her movements were noted from the fort by a 
numberjof Americans. The Slater was run by 
the mouth ofthe harbor, going out of the 
channel on the east side. The Captain saw 
his danger, and in defiance of the fact that 
the ship was in charge of the Government 
pilots, ordered his men to let go both an- 
chors and, throwing the colored pilot from 
the wheel, hove the ship into the wind. The 
anchors held and the schooner swung around 
with her head to the tide, but so close in 
shore that her stern struck the hard bottom 
with such force as to make ber leak badly.

New Tonk, August 12.—Mr. Charles J. Mur- 
phy, who proposed to erect acorn palace at 
the Paris Exposition tobe devoted to a dis- 
play of the various uses of Indian corn asa 
food article, writes from Paris under date of 
August 1, explaining why the exhibition tailed 
of success. Mr. Murphy says: 

„Ever since the Paris Exposition of 1878, 
when the United States madea very poor ag- 
ricultural showing, I have waited for an op- 


portune time to exemplify to the world what 
could be done with our Indian corn as a hu- 
man food. I concluded the time had come 
for this display at the Paris Exposition. 
I laid my plans before the New 
York Produce Exchange, the President of 
which appointed a committee with ex-Mayor 
Franklin Edson as chairman to further my 
project. I then went West and made strong 
appeais to the Produce Exchanges of the corn 
States to help the movement with subecrip- 
tions. Circulars were alsosent bythe New 
York committee to some eighteen of these 
commercial bodies, including Baltimore and 
New Orleans, urging assistance. The princi- 
al produce exchanges and boards of trade 
nthe West appointed committees to solicit 
subscriptions, and the only money raised was 
$860 at Buffalo, which was afterwards ré- 
turned. New York City subscribed $1,050. 
Congressman Townshend of Lllinois intro- 
duced a billin Congress proposing to grant a 
specialappropriation, but Congress adjourned 
without action. Similar bills were introduced 
in the Legislatures of Ohio and Iilinols, 
bat they, too, failed ot passage. 
I then came to Paris in hopes that Gen. 
Franklin, the United States Commissioner, 
would at least erect the building at a cost or 
$2,500 out of the $250,000 appropriated by Con- 
gress, but he refused to give $1 for this ex- 
hibit, which would have been of more practi- 
cal value to the farming interests of the 
United States than all the other American ex- 
hibits (such as they are) combined. The 
French authorities generously gave the site 
without charge, which they valued at $12,000. 
It is to be regretted that a movement should 
fail which, if succeasful, to usethe words of 
the United States Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, ‘would enhance the value of every acre 
of land in the corn belt. In conclusion I 
would like to make my most grateful ac- 
knowledgments to the press of the whole 
country, who gave the movement their hearti- 
est support.

He even asserts that it is impos- 
sible to stop the use of alcoholic drinks as 
a beverage aslong as alcohol is manu- 
factured for any purpose. He _ finds 
ground for the possibility that prohibition 
will be adopted as the organic law of the 
land, while stating that it has been re- 
jected as a failure in nearly every 
case by the States, and is only 
a partial success in Kansas. He 
closes his mass of inconsistencies with an 
occult hint that some mysterious thing 
must be found to take the place of the 
dramshop and distillery. Whether this 
shall be the underground joint, refriger- 
ator cars, the Salvation Army, the lemon 
squeezer, or the pocket pistol is left to the 
imagination of the reader. 

Charitable people may find excuse for 
the Senator’s disconnected jumble of con- 
trary opinions and statements in the sur- 
mise that he has been testing the question 
whether prohibition prohibits, too zeal- 
ously.

What It Cost to Make Philadelphia’s Show 
a Success. 


From the Philadelphia Ledger. 

From what sources the ways and means for 
our great exhibition came it may be worth the 
while and indeed a friendly and neighborly 
act to place before New Yorkers. First of all, 
the individual people of Philadelphia, with 
aid from individuals throughout Pennsyl- 
vania, subscribed $1,749,468. That inspired 
subscriptions from other States, which car- 
ried the aggregate of such subscriptions to 
$2,277,940, of which $266,922 came from New 
York State, $106,574 from New Jersey, $89,274 
from the six New England States, $14,244 from 
the Pacific slope and $52,468 from all the rest 
ofthe country. So it will be seen that, so far 
as affairs of this kind are concerned, the ef- 
fective work, like charity, must begin and be 
largely done at home. 

That $1,750,000 of Philadelphia and Pennsyl- 
vanla moneys so raised, however, was not all 
ofthe money contributed by the people at 
home. This city, as a corporation, appropri- 
ated an additional $1,000,000, and the Legisla- 
ture of Pennsylvania, in behalf of the State, 
appropriated a further $1,500,000, thus increas- 
ing the home contributions to $4,250,000. 

It will be well for New York City and State to 
do likewise, and indeed to exceed that munif- 
icent Philadelphia and Pennsyivania fund by 
as large a figure as they possibly 
can, for then the Federal Gov- 
ernment will have a basis for the 
appropriation itshould make, and doubtless 
will make—just as it ultimately came in with 
the $1,500,000 it devoted to the Centennial and 
then took back—but even the temporary use of 
the money was a great help. 

In the foregoing figures we have not Includ- 
ed the appropriations of money made by the 
Federal Government (3500, 000) for its own 
building and exhibits, nor the appropriations 
of some twenty of the States (about $400,000 in 
all) for the erection of their own bulidings and 
other expenditures on their own separate ac- 
count.

ABRIVAL OF THE GREAT COLLECTION AT 
THE EXPOSITION TO-DAY. 


Two Car-Loads of Paintings to Fill the Gal- 
leries This Fall—Terrible Realism on 
Canvas—Tho Artist’s Theory of His Art 
~—Fosdick’'s Burnt Wood Panels to Be 


ASSILI VERESTCHA- 
GIN’S paintings, over 
two hundred in num- 
ber, many of them of 
very large size, arrived 
this morning from 
Philadelphia, where 
they were exhibited to 
100,000 persons at a 
charge to spectators of 
50 cents each. The 
collection is the most 
extraordinary ever 
shown in this country 
and willbe placed in 
the Exposition art 
galleries at once. 
Heretofore the art ex- 
hibits at the Ex- 
position have been composed of 
paintings of numerous artists collected 
without regard to any relationship of subject, 
color or method. In most of the exhibits 
there has been a quantity of mediocre work 
hung with really excellent examples of work 
from the brushes of good artists. But these 
shows have been successful, and with one ex- 
céption extremely interesting. This year a 
new departure is taken, and the exhibit will 
be confined to the work of one man—the great 
Verestchagin. 
To St. Louisans who have not traveled 
THE PRINCE OF REALISTS 
has been only a name, or known through 
weak engravings. To such the collection will 
be arevelation. Itis realism without even a 
breech clout. The naked commonplace and 
horrible facts of war are on the canvases 
without a pretense at ideailsm. ‘Nothing is 
glossed. If the fact was horrible 
its painted story has that horror 
in it. The trio ‘*Crucifixion by

Verestchagin. 
the Romans, Blowing From the Guns in 
British India’’ and ‘‘ Hanging in Russia’’—pic- 
torial exemplifications of the eye for eye, 
tooth for tooth’’ doctrine—are nightmares of 
reality. ‘*‘The Oonquered,’’ a battlefield 
covered with slain, a priest chanting the 
burial service forthe dead and the slow in- 
cense rising from the censer he swings—is the 
climax of ghastliness, because the picture 
is so truthfully made. Like Wagner, 
the composer, Verestchagin is a many 


sided genius and an enormous worker. 
He has written a quantity of matter about his 
art, and his theories, his travels and himselt. 
He is a sublime egotist when the pen is in his 
hand, as are all radical geniuses, but over and 
above himself he places 

HIS CONDEMNATION OF WAR. 

It is seldom that with brush or pen 
he teils a pleasant story about war. 
He says in an introduction to the 
catalogue of the paintinus now being placed 
in the Exposition galleries: ‘‘Observing life 
through my travels I have been particularly 
struck by the fact that even in our time people 
kill one another everywhere under all possi- 
ble pretextsand by every possible means. 
Wholesale murder is still called war, while 
killing individuals is called execu- 
tion. These facts observed on many 
occasions made a strong impression on my 
mind and after having carefully thought the 
matter over I painted several pictures of wars 
and executions. These subjects I have 
treated in a fasbion far from sentimental, for 
having myself killed many a poor fellow 
creature in different wars, I have not the right 
to be sentimental. But the sight of heaps 
of human beings slaughtered, shot, beheaded, 
hanged under my eyes in all that region ex- 
tending from the frontier of China to Bulgaria 
has not failed to impress itself vividly on the 
imaginative side of my art. 

Forty-nine of the paintings in the collection 
found their inspiration and subjects

and five deal directly with Christ. Twenty 
deal with India and the remainder with 
Russian matters and war. Beside 
the paintings a large number of photo- 
graphs of the wrtist’s work, sketches and ar- 
tistic works, curiosities, etc., owned by Ver- 
estchagin will be shown. 

The entire collection is under the charge of 
B. B. Randolph, and is guarded by Alexis 
Margoloff and Nicholas Filemonoff, Rus-

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The Influence Exerted Over the Indians by 


ByTelegravh to the Post-DIsPATOn- 

WASHINGTON, D. O., August 13.—Two ex- 
amples have just been furnished of the prac- 
tical influence exerted over the red men of the 
West by the Roman Uatholio missionaries 
wherever they have established schools or 
churches upon Government reservations. 
Under the legislation of last winter President 
Harrison appointed three commissioners to 
visit the Chippewas of Minnesota and procure 
their consent to gather upon two reserva- 
tions, one at White Egrth and the other at Red 
Lake, selling to the Government the aban- 
doned reservation, and such portions 
also of the two retained as 


should not be required for aliotmenta in sev. 
eralty. Among the commissioners selected 
was the Rt. Rev. Martin Marty, the Roman 
Catholic Bishop of Dakota. That the choice 
of Bishop Marty was judicious is apparent, 
since Minnesota is one of the regions in which 
the Catholic Church has taken pains to ex- 
tend its missions among the red men; and as 
a fact these Chippewa negotiations which 
have been dragging along for several years 
have at last been successful and there is now 
ractically no doubt that surplus land at Red 
ake will be secured ‘by the government. 
Again in the recent Sioux negotiations, 
the canvass at Standing Rock was evidently 
to determine the success or failure of the 
errand of the commissioners. When they 
arrived there they found the outlook most 
nr The famous Chiet, Sitting Bull, 
Join Grass and Gall had arrayed their follow- 
ers almost as a unit against the scheme of 
purchase. The visit of last year’s commis- 
sion to this agency haa secured, after a 
month’s labor, only twenty-two favorable 
votes. Threats were made to kill any Indian 
who should sign. The first cheering indications 
came from the converted Indians of the 
Roman Catholic Mission at Standing Rock. 
The priest took ground in favor of the plan 
of the commissioners, and his Sioux con- 
verts affixed their signatures to the 
agreement in spite of threats and ridicule. 
Afterward came the break of John Grass and 
that of Gall, then success was assured. There 
is a bureau of Catholic Indian missions, which 
takes general charge of religious and educa- 
tional work among the red men. This . 
annual meeting, presided over by Bishop 
Marty, showed that the bureau had contracts 
withthe Government amounting to $344,545 
during the current year alone for the educa- 
tion of Indian children. The Govern- 
ment, besides maintaining its own 
schools on the reservation and else- 
pays large sums for the _ right 
place children in the reli- 
gious schools established by the various Prot- 
estant denominations and by the Catholic 
Church. This it can do at a cost per head less 
than that ot its own day schools and board- 
ing schools, because the religious institutions 
have their contributions torely upon and can 
‘afford to take Government pupils at a low 
rate. The Catholic schools alone number 
fitty-four,and no fewer than thirty-eight of 
them are boarding-schools, having an attend- 
ance of 2,787 pupils.

The day 
schools add 650 pupils, making 3,437 in all. 
The contracts for the coming year contem- 
piate the education of many more children 
andthe receipt of $491,930 from the Govern- 
ment. The board having charge of Indian 
missions consists of Cardinal Gibbons, Arch- 
bishop Alemany and Bishops Marty, Rondel 
and Healy. The selection of Bishop Marty for 
the Government’s successful work among the 
Chippewas and the conductof the Catholic

A Big Minstrel Firm Which Dissolves Next 
Saturday Night—The Future of the Par- 
ties Concerned—Thatcher Figuratatively 
Shell-Roaded by His Partners in San 
Francisco—An Interesting Statement. 


HE Thatcher, Primrose 
and West minstrel firm 
dissolves next Saturday 
night.

The owner of the property, Mr. John A. Mor- 
ris, who has paid out considerably over a mil- 
lion dollars, and from whom the organization 
has leased the track, has many friends, some 
of whom for more than twenty years have 
been staunch adherents of Jerome Park. As 
the meetings of the new and old associations 
are likely to conflict in the matter of dates, 
the question arises which ciub will make the 
best showing in the matter of nominations, 
not only in quantity, but in — eS Many 
profess to believe, and there is certainly some 
cause for such a belief, that before
